Although it 
inay in some respects be changed, it is 
certain, he says, that Mr. Folger will be Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and that ex-Senator 
Hlowe, of Wisconsin, will be in the Cabinet, 
but it is not yet certain whether Mr. Howe 
will be assigned to the Interior Department 
or be made Postmaster- General or Attorney- 
General. It is detinitly settled that Robert 
Lincoln is to remain im the Cabinet. The 
same reasons witich placed him there In the 


first instance will retain him in his position. 


Itnow seems probable that the Cabinet nom- 
inations will be sent to the Senate by the end 
of this week. Something may depend on the 
action of the Republican eaucus of 
THE MINNESOTA LEGISLATURE. 
if that shall be held this week, and select 
Mr. Windom four the Senate, the Cabinet un- 
doubtedly will soon be announced, but 
probably not until after the Yorktown Cen- 
tennial. If the caucus should select any 
other man than Mr. Windom for the 
Senate, Windom might remain somewhat 
longer in the ‘Treasury, and the Cabinet be 
not named until December. The understand- 
ing here among the politicians is that Mr.

ALL FOR FIVE MILLIONS, 
Special Disvatch to [he Chicago Tribune.

THE TREASURY RESERVE FUND, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 8.—An impres- 
sion appears to have become quite general 
that re are several millioyus of dollars 
— the usual reserve fund locked up in 
the Treasury Departwent. There has, how- 
ever, been no unusal locking up of money. 
On Sept. | there were $325,000,000 heid by the 
Treasurer, of which there Was a net ayail- 
able balance belonging to the ‘Treasury of 
$145,000,000, On Oct, 1 the total amount of 
money held for all purposes, in round num- 
bers aggregated 677,000, of which amount 
the net available balance forthe ‘Treasury 
Department was about $142,500,000. From 
the latter amount should be deducted $2,- 
000,000 of bonds purehased which were in- 
cluded in the cash, leaving $140,500,000 
of available cash. The payment of the 
called bonds falling due Oct. I reduced the 
amount of money held at that time consider- 
ably below the amount held on Sept. 1. The 
amount determined upoh asa reserve fund 
for the purposes of resumption was 40 per 
cent of the outstanding legal tender notes— 


in other words, a little more than $139,000,- % 


000. In addition to that amount the Treasurer 
has been accustomed to carry from $5,000,000 
to $12,000,000 withe which to transaet the 
ordinary business of the department. No 
such exeess, however, is now held and the 
money, instead of being locked up in the 
Treasury, is shown to less than the 
amount which has usually been held. On 
Aug. | the so-called reserve fund amounted 
to more than $150,000,000, on June 1 to more 
than $152,000,000, on April 1 to more than 
$151,000,000, and on March 1 to more than 
5158, 000,000.

ROCKWELL. 
FACTS IN HIS CASR, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 10.— There is a 
great deal of unfavorable comment in army 
circles and outef them on the proposition 
to appoint Col. Rockwell Quartermaster - 
General over the heads of thirty officers of 
superior rank in the Quartermaster’s depart- 
ment. Au army oflicer gives the following 
account in the Republican today: It is a 
mistake to say that Col. Rockwell was 
booked for the place by the late President.

MORE OF HER WRONGS. 

Wasnrnaton, D. C., Oct. 10.— In the hear- 
ing before the Examinaer today of the 
Christiancy divorce suit the direct testimony 
of Mrs. Christiancy was continued. She 
testified that when Christiancy took her to 
his home in Michigan inthesummer of 1876 
the party,consisted of himself and five sons, 
four aroWn. and the other 15 years of age. 
About two years of her married life was 
spent in Michigan. During that time slie 
had charge of the house, and, with the ex- 
ception of the services of an inexperienced 
servant girl 15 years old, she performed all 
the household duties, including mending her 
clothes. The youngest son, George, was 
very kind te her, and they grew quite 
fond of each other. The others were kind 
enough wheg sober, but all were addicted to 
drinking. When intoxicated they would 
quarrel with themselves and their father, use 
low language, and have frequent brawls. 
She protested against being compelled to en- 
dure that kind of life, and wanted a house 
separate from her husband’s sons, which he 
promised to provide but never did. She 
never said she would get a divoree, and if 
there were nogrounds would get up some, 
unless at a time when she was indignant at 
the treatment received. 

SHE DID NOT BELIEVE IN DIVORCE. 
When she left Peru she did not intend to 
apply for a divorce, although Christiancy re- 
fused to provide for her.

30, 1881, the first quarter of the adiministra- 
tion ot Postmaster-General James, the ex- 
penditures were $9,974,050. Of this amount, 
$504,533 were pald to railroad companies on 
aceount, and chargeable to previous months. 
leaving the net expenditures fer the quarter 
59.009, 466, receipts, $9,559,587. This showsa 
deficiency of $79,879 for the quarter. The 
expenditures of the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year were $9,109,465; receipts, 
$5,515,265; deficiency, $58,698. Sales of post- 
age-stamps, stamped envelopes and wrap- 
pers, and postal-cards for the year amounted 
to 234,854,745, an increase of 83,541,024 over 
the previous year. Other receipts are in pro- 
portion.

Wasninoton, D. C., Oct. 10.—The assem- 
bling of the special session of the Senate was 
witnessed by a large number of persons, 
who, as early as 11 o’clock, filled the gal- 
leries to their utmost capacity, 

The desk formerly occupied by Senator 
Burnside was tastefully draped with black, 
while several bouauets ornamented desks of 
prominent Senators, 

The Senators-eiect, Messrs. Aldrich, Lap- 
ham, and Miller, occupied seats upon the 
floor on the Republican side.

Cross-examined—Ambrose was known as a 
newspaper-man for several years, and recog- 
nized at Lake Bluff as such. The witness re- 
ceived a letter from Beerbower in reference to 
the question at issue. and answered that he did 
not know anything about it; had forgotten all 
about it, as it had made no impression on his 
mind. 

This closed the case and the committee retired 
to formulate their verdict. 

AT 10:50 O'CLOCK THE JURY WITHDREW 
and remained in session about twenty-five min- 
utes, when they came out and each wended his 
way homeward. They agreed not to reveal 
their verdict to any one until they in-

THE ARKANSAS TRAIN-ROBBERS. 
Special Dunaten to The Chicazo Tribune. 

Lirrun Rock, Ark., Oct. 10.—Yesterday De- 
laney, Cox, and Monroe, the three traiu-robbers, 
were placed in thej, penitentiary, and late last 
bight were interviewed by your correspondent. 
They are mere boys, ranging in age from 17 to 
18 years, and have evidently seen but lite of 
the world. All were roughly dressed. and Mon- 
roe was barefoot. He said his parents were 
dead, and he had a brother living near San Au- 
gustine, Tex., who was a school teacher. The 
oldest of the trio gave his name as Thomas De- 
laney, and the remaining one said he 
was known as Wiiliam Cox. Monree 
and Cox are printers, and have 
served an apprenticeship in the office of the 
Weekly Saxon, published at San Augustine. 
where they laid their plaus to rob the train. 
While at the former place he said be, Cox, and 
Monroe were firm friends and very ambitious 
of getting on in the world. They were engaged 
to be married to three beautiful girls, daughters 
of reputabie citizens of San Augustine, and did 
not see how they could support their wives. 
They had read of the exploits of the James and 
Younger boys, and conceived the idea 
that they could easily rob a train and 
secure enough money to keep them in luxury 
during the remainder of their lives. The 
Mountain Koad was selected, it offermg better 
chances of escape in case of resistance, and 
more than three weeks before the robbery the 
boyscame to Arkausas, matured their plans, 
and finally carried them into execution. De- 
lany suid, further: After robbing tne train we 
decided at first to strike directly for Texus, 
marry our girls, and settle duwn. We dia not 
think we would be pursued for some tbree or 
four days, and in that time we calculated 
to be able to throw our pursuers off the 
track. The condyctor, express agent, train- 
men. and passengers had surrendered so readily, 
and we had so little trouble in securmg our 
booty, that we believed the people would be too 
much alarmed to organize a pursuit. This was 
a fatal blunder. We only got some $9, in 
casb, The balance of the money was in chétks, 
aud I kept the bulk of it when we separated, as 
we intended to meet at San Augustine 
and make a fair division of it. We 
were robbed by the parties who run 
us down, and I hope they will join 
us here, that's all; but | must say it was a 
mean, scurvy trick.” The prisoners are in good 
spirits. and undismayed at the length of their 
sentence, believing they will Le pardoned out in 
less than - years. C. C. Moore. one of the 
men who captured Monroe and Delaney. says 
the report of the captors robbing the robbers is 
wholly untrue He further says that the money 
was divided for safety, each raun agreeing to 
take a proportionate sum; Huddtestone’s 
istol did go off once accidentally: and that they 

ve already delivered to the express company 
$7,256 of the mouey they took from the robbers. 


TO BE EXECUTED.

LITT. x Rock, Ark., Oct. 10.—Sba-quah-nee, a 
full blood Sac and Fox Indian, will be executed 
at Fort Smith on Oct. 14 unless President Arthur 
commutes the death sentence to life imprison- 
ment. All the preparations for the ghastly 
work are completed. The culprit is in a terrible 
state of excitement, and spends his time alter- 
nately cursing and praying. He says he will 
never submit to die a dog's death on 
the scaffoid, and will force the guards 
to shoot him before the rope is 
put around his neck.

It is said he 
first waviaid and shot bis victim, lodging no less 
than eight or ten bullets in bis body; de then 
cut off tae dead man's bead and stuck it on a 
pole some distance from the scene of the trage- 
dy.

The Greenbackers and Prohibitionists have 
also nominated tickets, and the latter, it is 
believed, will potl a considerable vote, vari- 
ously estimated at from 15,000 to 40,000.

Department, however, has demonstrated 
that the choice was fortunate without special 
reference to the State from which he hailed, 
It was universally acknowledged from the 
first that he was a man of sterling probity, 
but it was doubted whether he had the ex- 
perience and natural efficiency to make a 
successful head of the Interior Department, 
which is one of the most diverse and exact- 
ing branches of the Executive Government.

If any have held the opinion, and doubt-

less many have, that Dr. Thomas is Indiffer- 


ent to the outcome of the heresy prosecu- 
tion of which he is the subject, his address 
to the council of fifteen will tend greatly to 
shake, if not wholly overthrow, that opin- 
jon. The address is replete with evidences 
of the reverend and learned gentieman’s de- 
votion to the Methodist Church itself, and to 
its cardinal doctrines as he understands 
them. Nor will it seem so clear after a dis- 
passionate perusal of the address that the 
Doctor is out of accord with any funda- 
mental article of faith of the Church in 
which he has so long officiated. Those who 
have assumed the existence of aclear tech- 
nical case against Dr. Thomas will find in 
his address grounds for serious reflection as 
to the justice of the prosecuuon, if not for 
an entire reformation and reversal of their 
judgment. 

Dr. Thomas states the issue to be this: 
„ Will the Methodist Church teerate the 
doctrines I teach, and has it room for the 
work I am trying to do? Or will it pro- 
nounce these teachings so unsound and this 
work so unsafe as to expel me?“ 

If the Methodist Church refuses to tolerate 
Dr. Thomas’ doctrine 6f the inspiration of 
the Scriptures it must declare in favor of the 
verbal theory that the New Testament 
contains the precise language of Christ.“ 
and that all parts of the sixty-six books 
in the Bible are equally inspired, and of 
equal authority and value.” For Dr. Thomas 
states that he believes “that the men who 
wrote the Scriptures were inspired, and that 
those Scriptures contain, in substance, the 
word of God,” that they contain all things 
necessary to salvation,’ and that the final 
doctrines of the Bible concerning God and 
righteousness are, and must be, final to hu- 
man thought and conduct, and can never be 
superseded.”’ 

If the Methodist Church refuses to tolerate 
Dr. Thomas’ doctrine of the atonement it 
must declare in favor of “ the strietiy penal 
idea of a literal imputation of site Christ,” 


that Christ was punished as guilty,” that 


“one part of God sinned against and was 
punished by another part of God.” r Dr. 
Thomas declares that he believes God 
and Christ were one in the atonement, that 
the whole Divine nature was embarked in 
the mission of saving the worid,” and his 
theory presents God “ in the vicariousness of 
love suffering over the world, being propiti- 
ated by His own sufferings, satisfying there- 
by the sense of His own justice,” 

If the Methodist Church refuses to tolerate 
Dr. Thomas’ doctrine of future punishment 
it must deciare in favor of “a literal Hell, a 
lake of fire, in which the souls and bodies of 
men | tormented forever.“ 
For Dr. Thomas declares that he “ does not 

} fact of future punishmens for 
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in their sins,” that he “ be- 
lieves the law that sin must bring suffering 
to the sinner will abide forever,” that he 
“has no possible doubt of the separation of 
goud and bad, of joss and suffering to those 
who die in sin.” But what future punish- 
ment will be, or how long, or with ** re- 
sult,” he declares thut he knows not.“ In- 
deed, he adinits that he has felt and expressed 
a hope that “ lost souls May come into a bet- 
tor life in the future.“ . 

It will be observed that the distinction 
tween what Dr. Thomas actually believes 
and what his prosecutors declare the doc- 
trine of the Church to be on the sub- 
ject of the inspiration of the Scriptures 
and the atenement is very nhice—far too 
nice to make any deep impression on the 
common mind; fit, indeed, only to exercise 
the thought and tax the ingenuity of tech- 
nical intellects. But in neither case is it a 
distinetion without a difference. That the 
Seriptures are, in substance, inspired, as Dr. 
Thomas maintains, is more easy of belief to 
the common mind than that they are ver- 
bally“ inspired. So of the atonement. It is 
easier to comprehend that God may have suf- 
fered for mankind than that Christ, being 
part of God, could have sinned. In both 
cases the theory of Dr. Thomas is more ra- 
tional, and therefore more comprehensible, 
than that of the Church prosecutors, It fol- 
lows, if these differences are non-essentials 
as it seems to the layman they must be, that 
in convicting Dr. Thomas of heresy on these 
points the Church will take upon itself an 
unnecessary burden—the burden of an al- 
most impossible clear exposition of its creed. 

The difference between Dr. Thomas and 
his prosecutors which approaches most near- 
ly to the insurmountable is that on the sub- 
ject of future punishment. Clearly Dr. 
Thomas cannot enforce the Church theory 
of the everlasting punishment of the wicked 
in this life. He does not know that the 
wicked will not suffer forever, but he hopes 
they will have an opportunity to repent after 
death, and hopes they will repent. He does 
not believe in a literal Hell, a lake of fire in 
which the bodies and souls of men 
will burn. lle believes that Heaven 
or Hell are conditions or states of 
mind and spirit that we carry over 
from this world. Does the Methodist Charch 
creed teach the doctrine of a literal Hell and 
the everlasting punishment therein of those 
who die in sin? Plainly, in the opinion of 
Dr. Thomas, it does not; fof he clings to the 
Church tenaciously and insists that he be- 
lieves ahd preaches its creed. On this point 
the case of Dr. Thomas must inevitably be- 
come a leading one. The decision of it 
must define what, in the opinion of the high- 
est authority in the Methodist Church, Hell 
is, and whether or not it is proper for a ele- 
gyman of that denomination to entertain and 
express a hope that lost souls may come 
into a better life in the future.” 

The prosecutors of Dr. Thomas are gather- 
ing the materials for history, but only the 
highest tribunal can make these materials 
up into the indestructible web of actual 
church history. Dr. Thomas’ address has 
relieved the case of all pettiness. In the 
face of that addr@gs, sternly logical, and yet 
humble, alinost pathetic, in its expressions of 
devotion to the Church, no man will, venture 
to doubt its author’s sincere, earnest desire 
to perpetuate his relations with it—not on 
personal grounds, but on the ground of de- 
votion to the Church and the cause which it 
represents.

THE LIBRARY BUILDING OF THE FUTURE: 

The Board of Directors of the Public Li- 
brary have done well in not acting hastily 
upon the report of the committee to whom 
was referred the matter of a future library 
building and in taking time to consider the 
matter. The fate ef the memorial proposi- 
tion, which has died of inanition, was a suffi- 
cient warning, especially as the library ques- 
tion was involved in the memorial. The 


memorial was to have been erected by a 


general popular subscription, and it was 
assumed that the moment it was announced 
every one, man, woman, and child, would 
rush into it, and that a demonstration on the 
anniversary of the fire would give an im- 
pulse to the movement that would carry it 
on to success, The sentiment was all well 
enough, and the proposition was all well 
enough and very glittering on the sur- 
face: but, without discussing the causes 
of the failure, the thing didn’t work. 
Pedple don’t seem to care anything 
about the fire. and the further away 
they get from it the less disposed they 
are to remember it, as is the case in all other 
calamities. They are not pleasant things 
to remember or celebrate. The anniver- 
sary went dy and no one took heed 
of it ex®pt Tue Cuicaco Trinune, 
which supplied, as it always does, the 
great popular memorial demand with its co- 
lossal edition devoted to the ten years’ growth 
of the city, and that was all the celebration 
the people wanted. Ilaving failed to do any- 
thing in cooperation with the memorial 
movement, the Library Committee now pro- 
pose to go alone, and have suggested to the 
board that contributions be solicited, that 
an address be issued to the people setting 
forth the objects to be attained, that the 
wards of the city be canvassed by agents, 
that subscription boxes be opened in publie 
places, etc., etc. Mr. Loewenthal, in his 
comment upon the report, very sensibly 
said that it was putting the cart before 
the horse, and that people would not 
give money without first knowing what the 
building was going to be like, and where it 
was going to be located. Mr. Loewenthal 
might have gone still further and been cor- 
rectif he had taken the position that the 
horse Will never be harnessed to the eart, 
either before it or behind it. At the same 
time, it is all well enough to go ahead with 


the subscription, for whatever they procure 4 


will be so much in, but if the board count 
upon any large sum, or fancy that the whole 
public is going to enthusiastically rally 
round the contribution-boxes, they will find 
themselves mistaken. ‘They may put a box 
on every bhilding and a canvasser in every 
neighborhood, but boxes and can vassers will 
not erect the library building. 

There are but two ways of putting up’such 
a building: one of them by the exercise of 
faitli, and the other upon sound and practical 
business principles. The first, or the faith 
plan, is by a legacy. On the remote con- 
tingency that some wealthy man should die 
and leave sufficient to build it we might 
havea library building—provided his heirs 
did not break the will. But this plan in- 
volves a degree of faith which would move 
all the mountains in the world, the world 
itself, and all the planetary systems. The 
other plan is the only practical one, and that 
is, for the Library Board to persuade the 
Council to levy a special tax, say of 8300, 000, 
distriLuted over a period of three years, the 
tax to be paid by the whole people pro rata 
in proportion to the general tax levy, dnd the 
sum to be devoted to the building. This 
would amount to $166,606 per annum, a sum 
so smail that it Would npt be felt by any- 
body. In this way the widow would 
pay her mite and the millionaires their piles. 
The public-spirited man would have the con- 
sciousness of doing what he wants to and 
the stingy man of déing what he ought to 
do, The whole people would have an inter- 
est in the building, a pride in it, and a voice 
in its administration. Such a buliding, 
placed upon a central site, like the 
Hall tot,

brary Board may devise all other kinds of 
plans and experiment to their hearts’ con- 
tent, but this is the plau to which they will 
have to come at last.

Lucien Morrisset, a young man aged 2, of con- 
sideruble education and retinement, was brought 
before the court, charged with the murder of M.

He was then 
on bis way to pis master's house, intending to 
kill him also. The medical experts, after a care- 
ful examination of the prisoner, declared him per- 
fectiy sane, but muretly self-perverted. 

In this case a verdict of guilty was ren 
dered, and Morrisset was condemned to death. 
Guiteau is “morally self-perverted.” lie 
strove so long “to live and thrive without 
moral principle” that he came at last to be- 
lieve that he could commit murder and es- 
cape punishment? That's all. Ile knew that 
it was wrong to commit murder, but he was 
so “morally self-perverted ” that he thought 
a faction of N political party would be 80 
much gratified at the result of his act that it 
would not only save him from the just pen- 
alty of the law, but reward him for the crime. 
Nor is there anything new or strange in the 
processts of thought by which Guiteau 
reached this conclusion. They are common 
to all ctiminals who coolly plan and deliber- 
ately commit capital crimes. They expect, 
im one way or another, to escape the penalty 
of the law. Here is where tiwir reasoning is 
sometimes at fault, but it does not follow 
because of this faulty reasoning that they are 
insane, and theretore irresponsible.

For 
good foreign there was a full inquiry at full 
value. Maize is in moderate supply. Mixed 
American is scarce; values are three pence 
easier than Fridav. The large quantity of 
grinding barley in Great Britain tends to 
lower maize values. Oats are unchanged. 
Samples are so bad that values 
can searcely be tested. Foreign sells slowly. 
Wedneésday’s gain of three pence was barely 
maintained Friday. The off coast supply is 
restricted. Of seven arrivals, five of which 
were American, four sold. No. 2 Milwaukee 
declined sixpence Friday. The floating bulk 
increased 94,000 quarters on the week. The 
forward market is dull and weak. Sales of 
English wheat during the week were 60,864 
quarters at 46s. 9d. per quarter, against 50,110 
quarters at 41s. per quarter the correspond- 
ing week of last year. 

MR. GLADSTONE’S SPEECH. 
rf Oct. 8. — Words! Words! 
Words!” is a Conservative criticism of Mr. 
Gladstone’s two speeches at Leeds on Fri- 
day. They occupied eight columns of the 
Times. The Premier carefully avoided 
touching upon foreign affairs, either in re- 
gard te the Boer. the Egyptian, or the Tunis- 
jan questions, devoting nearly all his speech- 
es to an attack on “fair trade“ and on Mr. 
Parnell. The point of Friday’s oratory lies 
in this significant threat aimed at Mr. Par- 
nell and the League: The resources of civ- 
ilization are not yet exhausted,” which, be- 
ing translated, meaus that if they—Parnell 
and the League—persist longer in creating a 
reign of terror in Ireland the coercive policy 
of the Government will be intensified and 
that the League will be put down by forde. 
The Premier used unusually strong language 
against Mr. Parnell. After praising the 
method of agitation used by O’Contiell ahd 
comparing it with the present system of 
Mr. Parnell, he expressed his appre- 
elation of the conduct of Mr. Dillon, 
who, although condemning the Land 
bill, refused the responsibility of leading 
Ireland toward chaos. He characterized Mr. 
Parnell’s preaching in Iréland as an enlarged 
ospel of public plunder, as advocating law- 
lesness and crime, as condoning Irish-Amer- 
ican assasination literature, and as an effort 
“to staid as Moses stood betwegn the living 
and the dead, not as- Moses stood to_ arrest 
but to spread the plague.” Mr. Parnell 
has long u tacitly recognized as the Irish 
leader,” says the conservative St. James’ Gr- 
zette, bit Mr. Gladstone first gave public 
and official acknowledgment of the fact. Ile 
has, in fact, formally elevated him to the po- 
sition of a rival potentate, challenging the 
attention of the world to the fact that the 
struggle between law andanarchy in Ireland 
has beeome a duel between himself and 
ParneilL” The Irish papers criticise the 
speech sharply. The Freenvan’s Journal 
says: “English statesmen await the death 
of patriots before seeing any virtue in them, 
and asks pertinently tf tne Premier keeps 
the very men imprisoned who com Hed him 
te give Ireland the Land act. Mr. Parnell 
will answer the Premier’s charges at Wex- 
ford on Sunday.“ 

GREAT INTEREST. 

Lonpox, Oct. 8.—Since his celebrated Mid- 
lothian campaign, no speeches of Mr. Glad- 
stone have created so much interest as those 
at Leeds.

to strengthen the suzerainty of the Sultan. 


This attempt of the Sultan to reéstablish 
his ascendency draws England and France 
more closely together. More is now heard 
of united action than of any separate attempt 
ou the part of England to secure predom- 
inance. The breathing time which Mr. Col- 
vin's good management of Egypt has given 
the Cabinet, affords an opportunity to de- 
velop the plans whivh have been negotiated 
in Paris during the past few days. It must 
not be understood that there is any diminu- 
tion in the strength of the party who desire 
to lay hands on ypt— a party headed by 
leading Radicals, some of whom are in the 
Government. 
UNABATED INTEREST IN AMERICA. 

The comments here on the New York Re- 
publican Convention show tisfaction that 
the majority upheld Garfield’s ideas. The 
late President’s illness and death have given 
a stimulus to the public interest in American 
questions, which shows itself stronger than 
ever in favor of President Gartield’s plat- 
— especially as regards civil-service re- 
orn, 

FINANCIAL DISTURBANUTCE. 

For days past the Stock Exchange has 
been in a ar) disturbed condition. Gold 
is flowing rapidiy to America and France, 
hence the rise in the bank rate to 5 per cent. 
This has not checked the trouble. Every- 
thing points to a higher rate for money and 
to further financial disturbance. Financial 
circles attribute the crisis to inilation in 
America and mad speculation in Paris. 

LAND-LEAGUE STRIFE. 

In consequence of the action of the local 
Land League, Capt. Hartopp, master of the 
Kilkenny hounds, has discharged his serv- 
ants and come to England. ‘This prohibition 
entails a less to the town of &500,000, Lord 
Waterford, ‘who has been prevented also 
from hunting, intends to close up his estab- 
lisuments.

THE QUESTION OF LAND REFORM. 

Loxpos, Oct. &—While the fair-trade 
movement has notin any way lost its hold 
upon the masses, the land-reforin question is 
rapidly coming to the front both in England 
and Scotland. The ftarwers who have 
thrashed their wheat find that the yield is 
even smaller than they anticipated, and the 
gloom in the agricultural districts is almost 
unparalleled, To make matters worse, an 
Australian steamship company has just 


| shown that it is possible to ship beef and 
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mutton from the antipodes and laini them in 
good condition in our markets, and a number 
of larwe vessels are now being fitted up en 
the refrigerator plan specially for this trade. 
The farmer thought things, had surely 
reached their worst when the Onited States 
and Canada began to pour their surplus 
wheat and cattle into Liverpool and Loudon, 
but now that Australia, the continent par ex- 
cellence of bullock pastures and = shcep- 
walks, has taken up the business, le can see 
nothing between him and ruin except a rad- 
i¢éal measure ef land reform. The Aber- 
deenshire farmers estimate that the fall in 
the price of beef represents a loss to them 
of £180,000 a year. Hundreds of farmers have 
already pulled up stakes and flocked into 
the manufacturing centres only to increase 
the depression there. Those who are still 
struggling on their farms agree that the 
Government must step in at once and deal 
with the question once for all; and it Is well 
known that Mr. Gladstone is ambitious to 
crown his life's work with a Land Reform bill 
of stupendous proportions. As 1 have al- 
ready told you in the letters, the Radicals 
have done ir best to encourage the de- 
mand fd— a Land bill, and of late Ministerial 
orgatis Ike the London Dall News have 
been prihting ietters from special corre- 
spondentS sent into the provinces to make 
the most of the farmers’ side of the case. 
Everything betokens an early attempt on 
the part of the Ministry to grapple with the 
question, and unless a great leader springs 
upin the fair-trade ranks, land reform will 
probably overshadow that Tory jmovement. 
Protection to home industry is after all only 
a side issue eompared with a revolution in 
the ownership of land and the destruction of 
the House of Lords and the Church estab- 
lishment, which would inevitably follow the 
downfall of landlordism. 
WHAT THE FARMERS ASK FOR. 

The various organizations representing the 
English and Scotch farmers have prepared 
dratts of land bilis which agree uvon the 
tollowing planks : ‘The abolition of entail 
and primogeniture; cheap transfer and ree- 
istration: freedum of sale of the tenant- 
right and good-will of the holding; the aboli- 
tion of restrictions in the leases by which the 
owner of the soll regulates the cropping; 
compensation for unexhausted = improve- 
ments and the reclamution of wastes; total 
abolition of the game laws and of hypothec 
and distraint: fair rents to be fixed by the 
County Courts. These are the demands of 
the farmers’ clubs and alliances, and you 
will see t they are substantially the lead- 
ing features ot the Irish Land act, and that, 
having granted them to the Irish tenant, Mr. 
Gladstone cannot very weil refuse them to 
the farmers of Great Britain. But the Rad- 
icals contend thatin order to effect a lasting 
settlement of the question the Premier should 
go further than this and cure peasant pro- 

rietorship. England, they hold, was never 
appier than when she had a large class of 
yeomen farmers. The yeoman or small 
proprietor is now as extinct as the bowmen 
uf Crecy; the lust of the stuck died out with 
the Cumberland statesmen, whose sturdy 
worth and independence made that shire 
famous in our political annals. Manufact- 
ures have killed the yeoman. The cotion- 
lord being anxious, like ether men, to found 
a tamily dynasty, invested his thousands in 
an estate which is formed by the consolida- 
tion of small ferms. ‘This process has been 
going on for a century and a half, until now 
jess than a thousand persons own 10,000,000 
acres, or more than a fourth part of England 
and Wales, while twelve man own a fourth 
ot Scotland. In France th are over five 
million preprietors of the soil. The Radicals 
and the farmers and agricul:ural laborers, 
too, — that this land monopoly shouid 
de brokeh up by the State, and Mr. Gladstone 
is not the man to hesitate at confiscahon in 
order tq appease the masses. Ile has stripped 
the irish landlord naked, and there is no rea- 
son to suppose that he will spare the English 
squire, When the policy of state sequestration 
will stop nobody seems te know. If the land 
“monovoly “ is destroyed, other monopo- 
lies must also perish..« Consols are held by 
225,000 persons, while in France 4,000,000 
peonle hold the public funds. Why, accord- 
ing to the Radical view, should these 225,000 
people mouopolize State investments, while 
350,000 paupers have to be fegl by the parish ? 
The forces at work in this country just now 
are quite as Communistie as the agrarian 
movement headed by Wat Tyler or the Jav- 
querie in France, and infinitly more power- 


ful. 
THE FAIR-TRADE MOVEMENT. 

The political headquarters of the fair-trade 
movement are at the Beaconstield Club, Pal! 
Mall, a teoroughly Jingo institution, rather 
think that she constield does more harm 
than te the cause itis trying to advance. 
its chief missi nary among the workmen is

MR. GLADSTONE AT LEEDS. 

Mr. Gladstone’s Leeds speeches have not, 
so far as can be judged, revived the droop- 
ing fortunes of the Goverument. It is clear 
enough to everybody that Ire a possi- 
ble. in & worse state today than before a 
whole session had been sacrificed over the 
Land act. Mr. dige 
little consolation to offer the publie on this 
head. His onslaught on Mr. Parnell doubt- 
less pleased the Leetls audience, but ft will 
only make Mr. Parnell more popular than 
ever with his followers in Lreland and those 
admirers in the United States who keep the 
League pot boiling. ‘The Prewier’s speeches 
furnish no answer to the question asked on 
every hand, How is Ireland to be governed ? 
At present it is undoubtedly governed by the 
Land League, and Mr. Gladstone merely 
promises vaguely that if the League main- 
tains its organization and keeps up 
the anarchy in the country the 
‘resources of civilization shall be called 
into exercise.” What he means nobody 

rofesses to know. Ile solemnly pledged 
iimsel? at the beginning of last session that 
if the Hlouse would pass the Coercinn act the 
League should be put down. Then he de- 
elared in introducing the Land bill that if 
Parliament would pass it the Irish people 
would aceept it as a message of peace and 
abandon Mr. Parnell and all his works. The 
English people were entirely led by him and 
willingly consentea to forego important 
measures of domestic reform in order to 
leave him free to perfect his patiacea for 
Irish woes and Irish grievances. Now, how- 
ever, they find that so far from becoming 
tranquil, Ireland is still the scene of disorder 
and outrage, and that the ery of * lreland for 
the Irish“ is still the watchword in at least 
three provinees out of four. When 
asked why this is BO, Mr. Gladstone answers 
by denouncing Mr. Parnell as a coward and 
lining at some novel sort of coercion based 
“resources ot civilization.”” This 
has created * and disappvuint- 
ment. but it is clear that in Mr. 
Giadstone’s hands evervion and eoncession 
have alike broken down. The position of 
the Government, although overwhelmingly 
strong in the number of its supporters, has 
bed greatly weakened " public estimation 
by the failure of its Irish policy, and once a 
Libera! Administration loses its grip on 

yopular support it soon totters and falls. 
Mr. Gladstone’s explanation. of the Ney 
policy of the Government, particularly in 
Egypt, was also unsatisfacto it the Boers 
persist in their demands the Premier cannot 
repeat his Quaker tactics and yield, and if 
war is necessary it will be as disastrous to 
the Government as to the Dutchmen. 

THE WEAKNESS OF THE TORIKA. 

If the Liberals are ousted their defeat will 
be due to Mr. Gladstone and not to their op- 
ponents. The Conservatives make a sorry 
appearance in the field. Nothing could be 
weaker than the matter provided for his au- 
dienees by Sir Stafford Northeote. A great 
party cannot be nourished on his thin dilu- 
tious, Sir Stafford’s recent speeches have 
been the subject of ridicule on ail 
sides, and of his lieutenants in the Com- 
mons there is hardly one with mediocre 
ability. Lord Randolph Churchill preaches 
in a feeble way a return to the fossil- 
ized ‘Torvisin that existed before the Reform 
act of 182, and does irreparable harm to the 
Opposition cause by attacking these modern 
forces Which have grown out of the enfran- 
chisement of the people. The Marquis of 
Salisbury is to speak next week, and may 
throw a little more spirit into the discussion 
of affairs. IIis old fault was not duliness, 
but the weight of responsibility seems to be 
affecting him, and Ne is no longer the cynical 
and slashing Lord Robert Ceeill we used to 
know in the magazines aud on the floor of 
the Llouse of Commons fourteen years ago. 

‘The time is close at hand when a neu di- 
vision will be made in Euelish parties, the 
Whigs going over to the Tories, and the 
ein making a stand against the 
powers ot Radicalism. 1 should not be sur- 

rised if this change took place next season. 
Ihe Irish Land act drove the Dukevof Argyll 
out of the Ministry, and a similar measure 
dealing with the land laws of England and 
Scotland will probably lead to the desertion 
of the re-t of the Whig coterie, which ts 
powerless against the pressnre of the Rad- 
ical wing of the party. 

THE GOLD DRAINAGE. 

Much uneasiness is created here by the in- 
creasing searcity of gold. Experienced 
authorities in the city believe that the United 
States will continue to withdraw from Eu- 
rope inereasing quantities, and that the 
amount which may be necessary to enable 
you to earry on your trade cannot yet be esti- 
mated. Those with whom I have conversed 
on the subject are of opinion that the absorp- 
tion must be much greater than even the 
mercantile classes in the United States seem 
to think. Lou depended for so many years 
on a paper pom en | that it has still > be As- 
certained how much gold you need for busi- 
ness. It is therefore believed that the 
precious metal will become searcer than ever 
on this side of the water and that the bank 
rate will go up to 6 before long. These are 
probabilities worth the attention of financiers 
and others who are planning their winter’s 
campaign. It is known that the stock of 
gold in the Bank of. France is now small. 
Germany has net enough fer her own use, 
and the rate of discount there has been 
raised to5 percent. Where the gold 4s to 
come from prartical men are unable to fore- 
see. [England may be obliged to remonetize 
silver to supplement the growing scarcity of 


gold. |

Others de- 
clare that just before the death of Lord Air- 
lie’s father in 1849 they Were staying at Airlie 
Castle. in Forfarshire, and heard the myste- 
rious musie long before ney were aware that 
he was dying in London. It is also reported 
that the ghostly dfummeér-boy was again 
heard just before the death of the late Peer 
in Colorado. One of the servants heard it 
first in the corridor, and itis said that the 
sounds also reached the room of Lady Airlie 
whose great prostration Was partly causet 
by this dreaded visitor. The affair has given 
rise to considerable correspondence on the 
subject of ghusts, wraiths, and second-sight.

BAD SANITATION. 

Paris, Oct. 10.—The Weeklw Medical Ga- 
zette publishes communications from the 
members of the ambulance service in Algeria 
and Tunis, complaining bitterly of a want 
of organization in the sanitary arrange- 
ments in the army. lIlammamet was evacu- 
ated because of sickness. The soldiers, on 
landing, found themselves without blankets, 
water, bread, wine, or medicine. The garri- 
son at Kef for three whole months had neith- 
er drugs, surgical appliances, nor ambu- 
lances, and the officers bad at last to buy all 
they needed themselves. Typhoid fever 
and dysentery worked fearful havoc among 
the troops. The sufferers lay baking 
under the tents in a temperature of 50 de- 
grees centigrade, and fearing the truth would 
be made known in France the War Office 
absolutely refused to allow convalescents to 
be sent home, Meanwhile, the official dis- 
patches deelared the health of the troops ex- 
cellent. The Minister of War himself wrote 
that the ambulance organization was perfect, 
and Roustan positively stated a month ago 
that the whole French Wortality in Tunis 
since the beginning of the campaign had not 
exceed two or three hundred.

CAIRO AND STAMBOUL. 

Catno, Oct. 8.—Last night the English and 
French Consuls formally requested the Sul- 
tan’s delegates to leave Egypt. The dele 
gates replied: “As to the matters which 
were réferred to the Sultan by the Khedive 
we shall institute a rigid investigation and 
insist upon a full maintenance of the Sul- 
tan’s authority.” It is belleved here that the 
Sultan’s commission is one result of the 
Dantzic Kaiserbund, Fuad personifies the 
idea of the reduction of Egypt to a Turkish 
vilayet: Ratib is of German descent, and 
Nizami has a German wife. The delegates 
bold a document signed by the Khedive and 
Kiaz charging Halim Pasha with inciting the 
February revolt. The delegates, claim to be 
able tu prove that this document was accom- 
panied by a bribe of £450,000 to the Stamboul 
officials, The general belief Is that Fuad has 
the Sultan’s written authority to depose the 
Khecive and make Halim the Viceroy, with 
limited powers. Afaby’s troops are at Ras- 
el-Ouady. near the Suez Canal. which Araby 
declares he will blow up if foreign troops are 
sent to Egypt. The Heraus contains violent 
articles against the Kuropeans. 

MEN-OF-WAR. 

Cairo, Oct. 10.—The British man-of-war 
visits Alexandria under an arrangement of 
some time ago that an Englwh man-of-war 
should visit Alexandria ten days every three 
months, The Freneh vessel accompanies 
the English vessel, because the two Powers 
are acting in alliance.

FEARFUL EXPLOSION. 


A Blow-Up at the Alston Manufactur- 
ing Company's Bolling-Beom-—Two 
Men Hurled into Eternity—The Unsu- 
al Mystery Attends the Affair. 

A terrific explosion, resulting in the loss of 
two human lives, occurred at about 11 o'clock 
yesterday morning at the corner of Wade and 
Crittenden streets, in a one-story brick building 
used by the Alston Manutacturing Com- 
pany. dealers in paints and painters’ ma- 
terial, as a * boiling ”’ room—a room 
where linseed-oil is prepared for drying 
purposes. One of the men, Mr. Frank PF. Calia- 
han, a partner ju the company, who served as 
superiutendent of the paint mill and geueral 
chefoist, was inside the structure when the ex- 
plusion took place. The otber deceased, Ole 
Borgesen, a laborer was standing just in front 
of the only door leading into the room. The re- 
port was followed bya flash. Streams of ure 

uured out of the door and every opening. 

rgesen was seen, wrapped in ame, flying in 
niid-air across the street, ere he and the 
wheelbarrow which be had been using struck 
violently against a close rd-fence. As 
he lay upon the ground dead, the 
flames from his oil-seaked clothing rose to the 
hight of six feet in the air. He was feartully 
burned, and they who gazed at his almost un- 
recognizable remains turned uway sick at the 
spectacle. Mr. Catlahan was found lying pear 
the door. His eyes had been blown completely 
out of his head, and the tiesh of his fave and 
neck torn to shreds. and blackened and charred 
in a horrible manner. His body, too, was 


ALMOST LITERALLY ROASTED. 


The men who, at theirown peril and physical 
suffering, drew his body from the blazing dvor- 
way—D. J. Barlow and 0. St. John—found him 
still alive, and as speedily as possibie bad him 
removed to the County Hospital. where 
be ,died within an hour from the 
time of the occurrence. Analarmof tire was 
seat in through Box 413 so soon as thé accident 
took place. The fire was easily extinguished, 
and the loss, it is said, will not exceed $100. 

The cause of the explosion is some- 
thing which no ove bas as yet been 
uble to determine. For some time past 
the gy ne represented by Mr. Callahan 
himself. bas been experimenting in the process 
of boiling oil, and the bullding wherein yester- 
day's calamity togk place has been the scene of 
thuse experiments. The structure was evi- 
dently built for the express purpose. 
one-story brick affair, 2x16 
dimensions, and stands about seventy-five 
feet to the north of, and entirely 
detached from, the mill. The only contents of 
the room were the apparatus used in the process 
of boiling, which consisted principally of a 
brick-inciosed cylinder, eight feet long, two feet 
in diameter, and made of cast-iron 
one and  one-haif inches thick. The 
brick-work was so constructed that almost the 
whole of the exterior surface of the boiler,”’ 
or cylinder, was exposed to the blaze of the fire 
in the furnace beveath. An escape-pipe led 
from the boiler to a tank outside, and served to 
conduct away the gases geuerated by the heat. 
Another pipe, ieuding to another tank, 
also outside the and connected 
by 0 the lrst-mentioned 
tank, served to draw off the overtiow produced 
by che heating of the oil. By this arrangement 
there appeared to be no danger ot explosion, 
especially when the non-inflammabie nature of 
the oil itself is considered. Mr. Barlow. who is 
foreman about the establishment, and who 
ESCAPED ONLY BY THE MEREST CHANCE, 
he being temporarily in the mill, stated last 
nicht to a reporter who called on him at his 
residence, No. 217 Fifth avenue, that he bad no 
idea whatever as tu the cause of the explosion. 
It bad been suggested to him that the escape 
pipes leading from the cylinder might have be- 
come clogged, and the explosion caused 
by the xuccumulated  guses; but the 
possibility of that occurrence had, he 
thought, been amply provided fur. The boiler 
was provided with a gage, which was of service 
in registering heat only to that point to whica 
it was desired to bring the oit—a point at which 
lead melts—but the idea of accident had always 
been so foreign to the minds of those in charge 
that the use of even so crude an arrangement 
as that attached bad never been deemed neces- 
sary. There tad been but two boilings made iu 
the new apparatus prior to yesterday, and both 
of those builings bad been unsatisfactory, be- 
cause of the absence of sufficient heat. The 
machine was overhauied last week, and the 
chauges therein completed only tast Saturday 
night. Yesterday was the first day the apparatus 
was used siuce bei repaired, and tho draft— 
the cause of dissatisfaction theretofore— 
seemed to be all right. The tank or 
cylinder, Mr. Barlow’ stated, contained 
when full about four barreis, or 200 wgaiions. 
It was a heavy and subvstantial arrangement, 
and had a detucbable bead, which Mr. Barlow 
himself had removed and put safely back only 
u short time before the accident. The fact mat 

THE MEAD OF THE CYLINDER 
was blown off, while the rest of the boiler was 
unburt, would indicate that the beud was do- 
fective, for Mr. Barlow was sure that it bad 
been made as tight as possibile.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 10.—Latest developments in 
the campaign in this State seem to point out the 
Democratic candidate tor Governor as a states- 
man very much after the Bill English order. 
His friends and neighbors in Springfield who 
know the most about him tell some rather un- 
complimentary things of his private life. It is 
a pure case of buying one's self into public 
prominence. Every one who knows anything 
about the subject is certain that the nomination 
was a purchased affair. There are now no 
speeches of any special consequence being 
made on the Democratic side of the case. The 
candidate is simply being run around the State 
asa sort of curiosity, and taken through the 
great shops in the cities and introduced 
to the men who toil. It is said that 
this latter operation has in several instances 
disgusted the smutted sons of toil who 
have formerly voted the Democratic ticket, and 
thev have said that if their party bas got so far 
along as to resort to such artifices as these they 
are through with it forever. It is one of the 
happiest things in all creation that the Creator, 
in making man, has, as a geuera! thing, stampetl 
upon bis countenance to some extent the char- 
acter within. This was decidedly the case with 
Bill Engiish, and is more so with our Democrut- 
ic yearling, Mr. Booxwaliter. Mr. Bookwalter's 
friends and neighbors in Springtieid say that his 
present activity and Hberality is exactiy what 
would be expected of him. He has never’ cop- 
tributed anything before to politics, but now 
that be is personally interested of course he 
would do exactly as he is doing. A prominent 
Democrat who has been in his company of late, 
and who bas tried the weight of his valise, says 
that he carries something like a peck of 
gold coin along with bim all the while 
for small change, and is drawing heavily 
on his bank account by means of checks. 
The whole campaign is being run on 
the mercenary plan. Commercial travelers paid 
liberally for their time and pains are going in 
all directions singing the glories of the man 
with the barrel. The blowers and strikers and 
tide waiters all over the State seem to have 
plenty of money, and spend it freely. Itis sucha 
harvest as the Democratic workers have not had 
before for years, and the old timers are very 
much dissatistied with it because they say no 
mancan ever be nominated again in the Demo- 
cratic party who does not have plenty of money; 
that after the workers bave once become 
accustomed to obtaining pay for their work 
they will always demand it, and the pride in 
party and party success will perish from the 
earth forever. 

But | started out to tell something about what 
Mr. Bookwalter’s neighbors have to suy about 
him. In the first place, it may be said that de has 
never been recognized by auybody as a mau for 
any local trust or publicenterprise. He has never 
been elected to an oillee of as much importance 
as School Director. He has devoted his entire 
life thus farto the pushing forward of himself 
in the most selfish wey. He is in favor of mon- 
archy, and has frequently expressed himself su. 
He complains bitterly of the rights which poor 
men assume to themselves in this country, and 
is very fond of Dukes and Lords and the heredi- 
tary titles which they possess.

Foster and his stall were 
present, aud prominent guests from other parts 
of the country. On another occasion a public 
library was being dedicated in town. Mr. Book- 
walter was quite solicitous that he be brougbt 
to the front. He hinted that he would like to be 
Chairman of the meeting, but for some reasun 
he failed to receive tbjs Donor, and afterwards 
seid that be had a check in his pocket for $1,000, 
but, as he failed to get the Chairmanship, be 
would not pay anything. 

The people who are the maddest of any at Mr. 
Bookwaiter's actions are the Lutherau brethren 
in Springfield. He promised them F. fora 
bell if they would build a steepie for their 
church. They did the best they could towards 
raising the money, but meanwhile the church 
was struck by ligbtuing and burned to the 
ground. The great man theu retused to pay 
anything at all, notwithstanding the fact that 
bis wife was a member in good standing in the 
orgauization.

He was ou the alert, however, and 
proved too fleet for his pursuers, mak- 
ing his escape. Subseguentiy four men, 
supposed to be the leaders of thé gang, were ar- 
rested, the principal ones being William and 
Robert nelly, who will be remembered in 
connection with the recent murder case in 
which their father, mother, sister, and brother 
were murdered, and for whose murder a county 
Constable and a number of residents of 
township were placed on trial, but acquit 
the jury failing to agree.

AROUND THE LAKES. 
THE GRANITE STATE ABANDONED AS A TOTAL 
Loss. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 10.—Early this furenoon 
Messrs. Wolf & Davidson received a dispatch 
from Capt. Kirtland announcing t the tug 
Leviathan bad abandoned tbe sam- baruo 
Granite State, lying upon a rocky reef near the 
Clay Banks Pier, as a total loss. The three 
powerful pumps carried by the Leviathan tailed 
to free the old bulk, which had suffered severe 
punishment from the heavy seas that have been 
encountered since she ran ashore. The Granite 
State is the property of Russell, the Obicago 
Canal street tiveryman. Russeli purchased her 
of Philo Chamberlain several years since, pay- 
ing part of the purchase moncy down 
and xsziving a mortgage, secured by 
a policy of insurance, for the  bal- 
ance due, some $5,000. This policy of insurance 
was a peculiar one. It covered simply partial or 
total destruction by fire in any harbor of the 
United States or Canada, between Duluth and 
Quebec. No provision was made for damuge or 
destruction by fire on the bigh scas; neither 
was the danger of shipwreck guarded against. 
Thus it will be seen that Mr. Chamberlain ie a 
loser tetbe extent of $5,000 by the disaster to 
the Granite State, as with the loss of the craft 
his lien is wiped out. The insurance on the 
steam-barge was placed by Milwaukee agents 
last spring, and it is understood that the policy 
was framed ocerding to the direction of Mr. 
Chamberlain. He will now in ail probability try 
to make himself whole by securing the outfit 
and machinery of the wrecked craft. Outside 
of Mr. Chamberlain's policy there was no in- 
surance.

Vrecland is a man about years 
oid, bus been married a number of years, and is 
the fatner of one interestiag little child, He 
has lately been traveling for a Chicago news 
agency, but went East two weeks ago ona 
pieasure trip. His wife accompanied him to the 
depot, bade bim an alfectionate good-by, and 
that was the last she heard from bim until the 
news of his attempted suicide was received 
yesterday. She could assign no cause for the 
foolish act, her husband's dowestic and business 
relations being so far as she knew of the 
pleasantest character. She did not think he had 
— drinking hard enough to derange his 
min 

Tue father of the would- be suicide left Chi- 
cago to meet his son, and the two were expected 
last night. It is thought that the wounds, which 
are about the throat and breast, will not result 
fatally. 

THE BOARD OF UNDERWRITERS 

held an adjourned meeting yesterday afternoon, 
and talked for an hour or two about brokerage. 
The question is un old one, and has been dis- 
cussed time and again, but uo satisfactory con- 
clusion bas been arrived at. It seems that the 
agents who are members of the board gte their 
brokers 10 per cent, while the representatives 
of non-board companies pay 15 and as bivh 
as 20 percent, for desirable risks. And the 
brokers divide their commissions with the us- 
sured. This, too, is not relished by the board 
agents. One of them may have a iine. Some 
day a broker comes in and says, “ Insure so and 
so for such an amount’’—naming a party whose 
business the agent has been doing. A= the party 
is to get halt the broker's percentage, the agent. 
of course, loses his customer and 5 per ceut of 
the premium. How to prevent this division is a 
question which the board agents are trying 
to answer. A roposition is pending to 
increase the brokerage in special casea but 
there is a good deal of opposition to it. The 
matter of dweiling rates came up yesterday, 
but no action was taken, and one who was pres- 
ent told a TRIBUNE reporter that he didn't 
think they would be advanced.

Party work, $4 until 1 
o'clock for three miles or less, louger distances 
$5, and $1 extra for hour or partof bour after 
being called. Depot work—carriages on North 
and West Side do reguiar depot work for $2; to 
Wabash depot, $2.50. Carriages on South Side, 
in vicinity of Twenty-secuond street, &2; te Thir- 
ty-first, $2.50; to Thirty-fifita and Thirty-ninth. 
$3: and if the liverymen south of Twenty-second 
street only go to the Twenty-second street depot 
the charge will be $2.

Action 
upon the ordimance for the opening of Union 
street, from Lumber to the river, was deferred 
for one week. The committee decided to report 
favorably upon the ordinauce for widening Jef- 
ferson, from West Harrison to West Twelfth 
street, to a uniform width of eighty teet; also, 
for the widening of West Congress, from Des- 
plaines to Canal street.

Tux report of Dr. Gleason, Registrar of Vital 
Statistics, for the week shows that there were 
239 deaths in tog city, against 262 the preceding 
week, and 175 for the correspohding week in 
1880. There were three deathsfrom accidents 
and one from suicide. There were 112 deaths of 
children under 5 — of age. The fullowing 
were the principal qauses: Bronchitis, 4; croup, 
3; infantile convulsfons, 14; cholera infantum, 
8; congestion ot the brain, 3; diphtheria, 
15; diarrhea. 4; heart-disease, 5; typhoid 
fever, 31; typho-malarial, 4; cerebro-spinal 
fever, 1; sewer-gus inhalation, I:; menin- 
Fits. 7 cousumpuon. Zils pneumonia, 
10; smali-pox, 41. There 125 males and 114 te- 
males; married 49, widows 5, Widowers 5. The 
Fourteenth Ward furnishes over 25 per cent of 
the entire death-rate of the city. The marked 
prevalence of typhoid fever and its fatal char- 
acter is one of the features to be noted. There 
were thirty-one fatalities. from this disease 
alone, while four more deaths are reported from 
typho-malurial fever. The latter isa fever of 
the typhoid character, but is typified by another 
title because of some of its marked pevuliarities. 
Tigre is no good reason why these diseuses 
should prevail to such an extent unless it is 
because of the general insauitary character of 
the city during the summer and the many dirty 
streets and alieys.

EMPTY BRAGGING 
COUPLED WITH GROSS IGNOKANCE. 
che Times of Sunday, in a very scanty, imper- 
fect, and scrappy sketch of the memorable 
events of Oct. 9, 1871, says: 

“ The Times Building on Dearborn street was 
the first structure erected in the city desigoed 
and devoted exclusively to the purpose of pub- 
lishing a newspuper.” 

This is another illustration of the decay of the * 
faculties of the proprietor of that sheet which 
he bas shown On many other occasions, but not 
half so signally as in this, because the statement 
is made in reference to something 
concerning which de should be posted. The 
Times Building on Dearborn street was not the 
first erected inthis city exclusively for news- 
paper purposes. Long before Mr. Storey ever 
caine to Chicago John Wentworth erected on La 
Salle street, between Randolph and Washington, 
u building named by him Jackson Hall. He 
built it to occupy it for the exclusive use of his 
newspaper—the DLemocrat—and did so occupy it 
ror a quarter of a century. These are facts fa- 
miliar not merely to everybody in the newspaper 
business in Chicago, but to every old settler, and 
nothing but a hoveless decay of memory on Mr. 
Storeys part could have induced bim to 
make the vain and empty boast quoted 
above. Long before be ever was dreamed of as 
u newspaper man bere or elsewbere a building 
had been erected in Chicago by a newspaper ex- 
clusively for its own use.

Chicago’s Ten Thousand Bar- 
rels a Year. 


An advertisement setting forth that one Chi- 


cago firm offered for sale 500 barrels of sauer- 
kgaut would tend to show that the manufacture 
ot, and demand for that delectable vegetable 
congpound had attained to large dimensions. A 
reposter who made some inquiries yesterday on 
the subject found that this was indeed the case, 
and that in this, as in so many other branches of 
manufacture and commerce, Chicago was, as 
usual, ahead. This city manufactures and sells 
more kraut than any other city In the United 
States, fully 10,000 barrela being handled bere 
every year. The reporter obtained from one of 
the largest dealers in the article some interest- 
ing details as to the manufacture and cost, and 
the manner in which it should be treated so that 
its peculiar fragrance and flavor may be con- 
served. 

In reply to a question as to who used the arti- 
cle, the dealer said that, while the largest con- 
sumers were, of course, the German citizens, 
yet there wasa constantly increasing demand 
from Americans. The trouble was that the in- 
nocent sauerkraut was often biamed, on ac- 
count of its perfume. Last year his firm made 
a shipment of a car-load to Missouri, and in a 
few days they got a telegram from the purchas- 
er that the stuff smeit so bad he 
DIDN’T KNOW WHAT IN THUNDER TO DO 

WITH IT. 
They replied that some Yankee must have 
passed judgment upon it, and recommended 
him to call in a German expert. He did so, the 
juage pronounced it good, and it was sold ata 
fair profit. 

Much of the cabbage used in the manu- 
facture is grown in and around Chicago, 
particularily in the vicinity of the Stock- 
Yards. This year drouth and 


the 
other causes have conspired to limit the sup- 


ply. Muchof the Chicago product has been 
shipped south, to St. Louis, New Orleans, and 
ints in Tennessee, where the cabbage ftiour- 
es not. St. Louis makes some kraut, but is 
dependent on Chicagu for the raw material, 
Kraut is sold in barrels of thirty galions and 
casks of forty galions, and the domestic supply 
helped out by importations from Eurvupe. 
s firm have now on the way 400 casks, tach 
of sixty gallons, from Magdeburg, Germany. 
Owing to the high prices prevailing bere, the 
foreign product can be laid down in icago at 
figures competing with the domestic wanufact- 
ure. The true German kraut also possesses 
certain qualities of flavor and bouquet 
not yet attained by the American stock, and 
your true Teuton either makes a barret for him- 
seif or buys the imported, although the Chicago 
manufacture is mucd better than it was years 
ago, and compares favorably with the other.

THE LAMB CASE. 

At the opening of the Criminai Court yester- 
day morning the prosecution announced that 
their only remaining witness in the Lamb case 
was not yet in court, whereupon the defense 
stated what would be proven by the wit- 
nesses Stevens and Guerin. The counsel 
then argued the legality of the introduc- 
tion of testimony going to show the ex- 
istence of a strong motive to induce George 
Freeman to testify as to the guilt of 
Lamb, and, ou the other hand, of allowing the 
defense to put Freeman on trial and convict 
bim of a crime without giving him an opportu- 
nity to defend himself. The Court ruled in 
favor of admitting the testimony of these wit- 
nesses, not for the purpose of showing who 
wus the murderer of Officer Race, but for the 
purpose of showing that Freeman was an in- 
credible witoess, he having made certain state- 
ments to these witnesses, and afterwards, wheo 
in court, baving denied making them. 

The jury was brought into court, and George 
Freeman was further cross- examined. He said 
that he had not made to Peter Stevens, his cell- 
mate, any proposinon to break out of jail; that 
he bad not had a key made with which to open 
the cell-door; that be had made a drawing on a 
slip of paper, at Lamb's suggestion, of the kind 
of a key necessary to open the door; that he 
bad given the drawing to Driscoll, who 
bad an iron key made, and one of Lanib’s 
friends brought the key to the jail in his slipper 
but Lamb refused to aliow the key in his cell 
and put it off opto witness, One ot the p — 
ers took the key. and, ion tr to fit it to the 
door, broke off one of the pro when witness 
a the key down a pipe in the water-closet. 

Laugblin was led and cross-ex- 
amined. He said that about the time bear- 
rested Lamb the newspapers were connecting 
Lamb's name with the Kace murder. The Police 

rtment bad conceived the idea that Lamb 
was one of the guilty parties, and were working 
from that basis. 

The prosecution called Officer A stus Swan- 
son, who swore that, while taking Lamb to jail 
in Oetober, 1878, Lamb told bim be could prove 
where he was on the even of the murder, and 
when witness asked bim be was not at the 
corner uf Madison street and Fifth avenue be- 
tween 8 and 9 o'’ciock he replied that be was in 
a saloon at that corner taking a drink between 7 
and 8 o'clock. 

The defense cailed Louts Longinetta, who 
swore that he was in the saloon at the corner of 
Kinzie and Kingsbury streets at twenty 
minutes to 10 o’cieock on the night Officer 

was murdered. He there found Lamb, 

Witness was 

Dilace to borrow a gun 

to go hunting Saturday night. Ou cross-exam- 

ation be admitted having worked for Larnett, 
driving a gray borse and express- wagon. 

The court here took a recess until 2 o'clock. 

Upon the reassembling of court, the defense 
recalled Officer Shanley, who swore that he left 
Officer Race on State street at twenty-five min- 
utes after 9 o’clock, and the shot was fired with- 
in the next five minutes.

On the cross-examination witness said he had 
been four times convicted in the Criminal Court 
of Cook County for tarceny,and once at Gales- 
burg for robbing a bank; that he was now 23 
years old; that he had known Lamb eight or 
nine years., and had assisted him with money 
and other things while in the jail awaiting trial 
for the murder of Officer Race. 

John Ryan swore that he was with 1 * 
Guerin at the time of meeping Sheeney George, 
and corroborated * Paddy in the details of that 
incident. On the eross- examination, he admit- 
.— having been twice convicted in the Criminal

Lieut. Bonfield testified that he was Assisant 
Jailer for several months, and knew Sheeney 
George, and would not believe him under vath. 

Peter Stevens swore that be was an inmate of 
the Joliet Penitentiary, serving a fourteen-year 
sentence for manslaughter. o was a cell-mate 
of George Freeman while confined in tbe jail, 
and Freeman bad confessed to him that he killed 
Officer Race. 

Witness admitted, on crose-examination, that 
he bad killed his wife, and was told by the 
State’s- Attorney that he had better go back. 

The defense here rested their case, and court 
was adjourned until 10 o'clock this morning, 
when counsel will make their arguments before 


the jury. 


A DELINQUENT TREASURER. 

The Woman's Educational Aid Association, of 
Evanston, yesterday filed a bill against Obadiah 
Huse, affectionately asking him to account for 
some moneys claimed to be in his hands which 
belong to it. The complainant states that it is a 
benevolent organization, organized for the pur- 
pose of helping young ladies obtain an educa- 
tion, and successor of another similar organiza- 
tion known as the Aid Fund Committee.” 
Huse was, during its existence, the Treasurer of 
the latter institution, controlling its entire 
affairs, and took the titie to all the prop- 
erty acquired by its in his own 
name. Among other thi charged 
against bim, are these: that on the 26th of Sep- 
tember, 1872, he took the title to Lot 17, Block 1, 
of Carpenter's Addition, from Abraham Snyder 
who deeded it to the Aid Fund Committee, an 
then sold it to the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Raliroad Company for $3,125, and received 
the proceeds. In 1874 Huse was elected Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees of the assovcia- 
tion, and, professing great interest in its af- 
faira, kindly took charge of its property, col- 
lecting the the rents due it from the collage cot- 
tage end other buildingsin Evanston. Aftera 
time, he made a return of the amount 
he received from the railroad com- 
pany, but by some temporary mental 
aberration, perhaps, represented the amount ut 
$1,000, and put the remaining $2,125 in his own 
pocket. He never pore any detailed statements 
except just before he resigned, but was in the 
habit of givingan account in gross, and, some- 
what singularly, found the association was in- 
debted to him. In 1875 the amount was $258.28; 
in 1876 only 50 cents; in 1877 
$150.92; and in 1879 $83.73. association put

ENGLISH SYMPATHY FOR AMERICA. 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Ivibune. 

Sr. James’ Cuvrom, CCA, Oct. 10.—I think 
your readers may be interested in the following 
extracts from a copy of the Western Morning 
News, an English provincial paper of the higbest 
class, which 1 have just received. On the day 
ot President Gartieid’s death its London corre- 
spondent writes thus: 

Gen. Gartield’s death occurred just as the 
London papers were going to press this moru- 
ing, sv that at breakfast we knew nothing of it. 
But one had only to go outside the door to bear 
the news, and at the ruilway stations the excite- 
ment was intense. A few second editions of the, 
peuny papers had been sent along all the 
wetropulitan and suburban lines, and, thouga 
— contained nsvothing save what every- 

dy was talking about, they were fought 
for and fought over by competing pur- 
chasers. The excitement was not 80 
as that caused in Loudoa by the death of Presi- 
dent Lincoln; the 2 however, was far 
greater. On April 15, 1866, Engtish feeling still 
ran bigh against America and all toings Ameri- 
can. Lincola’s death, on the day after we bad been 
startied by the vewsof his assasination, filled 
the town with astonisament and perplexity. 
Few people knew what would Range. umors 
rau wild, But the death of the President now 
has been expected; there was no excitement; 
the event hardly touched that barometer of 
pu blic feeling the Stock Exchange. Yet this is, 

believe, the first time in our history when the 
death of the ruler of another nation has been 
taken sO much to heart. When the Czar was 
assasinated there wus neither excitement nor 
astonishment. Pity was felt for his fate, but 
sympathy save 
of Edinburg. The 
Napoievn III.

for a widowand an orphan. ixed feelings 
prevailed when the Prince Imperial died. But 
today there is only one feeling—of campiete and 
utter sympathy for Mrs. Gartield, for the Amer- 
ican peuple, for all who are affected by the Pres- 
ident’s death. I watched the telling of the news 
at a railway station in the suburbs, and, since 
the death of the Princess Alice, never saw any- 
thing like it, nor for any but members of our 
own nationality bas there ever been anything 
like it. The sense of exasperation, in some 
cases rising almost to rage. which was expressed 
at the thought that such athing as Guiteau 
should stay such a man as Gartield, euabled one 
to understand how in America there is talk of 
tearing the wretchell assasin limb from limb. 
For the first time since the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence the English-speaking races tind them- 
selves united by a common soi row.
